On  a  number  of  occasions  Chicago  citizens  have  manifested  their  displeasure  at  the  disposition  of  Aldermen  to  give  away  valuable  franchises 
■ut  the  most  significant  and  thoroughly  effective  demonstration  was  made  in  December,  1898.  Alderman  Lyman  had  introduced  an  ordinance  to 
rant  a  fifty-year  franchise  to  the  Yerkes  street  railway  lines  on  ridiculous  terms,  under  the  Allen  law,  since  repealed.  Alderman  Mangier,  of  the 
hep  Twenty-first  ward,  had  the  temerity  to  make  a  speech  in  favor  of  the  ordinance.  At  the  next  Council  meeting,  when  the  ordinance  was  up  for 
lonsideration.  hundreds  of  Mangler’s  constituents,  headed  by  a  band,  marched  to  the  City  Hall.  They  were  denied  admittance  to  the  Council  cham¬ 
ber,  but  they  kicked  up  a  lively  rumpus  in  the  corridors  and  the  Aldermen  could  distinctly  hear  their  cries  of  “Lynch  Mangier”  Upon  the  desks  of 
ach  Alderman  a  small  cardboard  box  was  placed.  These  boxes,  which  were  similar  to  those  which  confectioners  use,  contained  miniature  hangman’s 
looses.  Although  the  City  Council  was  organized  to  pass  the  ordinance,  the  receipt  of  the  nooses  and  the  visit  of  Mangler’s  constituency  caused  the 
Vldermen  to  recognize  the  error  of  their  ways,  and  the  measure  was  killed.

Governor  Hunn’s  voluntary  interview  or 
the  matter  of  the  disposal  of  Federa 
offices  in  Delaware  has  started  political 
discussion  anew.  The  confession  of  the 
Governor  that  President  McKinley  offered 
to  put  the  selection  of  Federal  offices  in 
his  hands,  but  that  the  tender  was  re-' 
fused,  has  come  as  a  shock  to  the  Ad- 
dicks  party. 

His  explanation  is  that  he  did  not  want 
to  be  bothered  with  the  matter,  and  he 
admits  having  told  President  Roosevelt 
that  there  was  no  one  else  than  Congress¬ 
man  Ball  to  be  considered  in  the  State  as 
the  dispenser  of  Federal  offices.
